Since then, Black Eagle has ap- 
proached more than large corpora- 
tions help him finance bigger and 
flashier feats.

The plan for Black Eagle and his 
rocket launched 400 pounds 
compressed air (they were going use

foot plywood ramp across feet open 
space (no Knievelesque obstacles), and 
drop onto 75-by-20-foot landing plat- 
form. The rocket will land 15-degree 
angle its rear wheels with the impact 
being damped the flexibility the 
plywood (Black Eagle had planned in- 
stall shock absorbers but the manufac- 
turers gave him such hard time de- 
cided use metal pipe instead).

Some staffers, for ex- 
ample, complained about pref- 
erence for dealing with staff writers one- 
to-one, rather than holding weekly meet- 
ings and story conferences. 

Bell decided call staff meeting out- 
side the office last October; Linsky did 
not attend. Bell recalls vol- 
canic explosion anger” staffers, 
who had outlet for grievances 
any Two subsequent meetings pro- 
duced similar results. 

News the sessions reached Linsky 
and, more important, publisher Fine.

Conversely, the report one point 
cites Herald American feature (in April 
1974, before zoning) praising the 
undercover activities the TPF the 
area, followed two months raids 
and few arrests District One. The Her- 
ald story, the report concludes, 
vided the opportunity for the Command 
Staff neglect their primary respon- 
sibility for such criminality.’’ True 
enough, but the pattern also shows that 
District One could, and did, conduct 
raids whenever wanted that, other 
words, the cops down there knew per- 
fectly well what was happening the 
streets. 

Certainly, the SIU investigators did. 
Their report cites, name, seven Dis- 
trict One hotels and one posh apart- 
ment house used frequently 
hookers that the owners routinely desig- 
nated ‘‘certain rooms which were and are 
held aside for illegal sexual activity and 
not rented regular The re- 
port also cites, name and location, 
three movie houses, five parking lots, and 
one bathhouse routinely used for illegal 
sexual purposes. 

Most significantly, though, the report 
cites spread aggressive streetwalking 
activity the Combat Zone and Park 
Square, development that was actually 
getting out hand well before the zon- 
ing amendment now blamed for this phe- 
nomenon was passed. 1973, the report 
observes, most hookers would approach 
their would-be clients individually, head 
for some discteet location, and later re- 
turn the same spot. But early 1974, 
said hookers.began traveling packs and 
behaving aggressive, less dis- 
manner. The zoning change, 
remember, did not happen until Novem- 
ber, 1974. 

Not that helped. Some law enforce- 
ment sources pointed police frustra- 
tion with court attitudes big part 
the problem. They note, for example, that 
after the zoning change one district court 
judge began handing, out $25 fines 
prostitutes arrested within the Zone, and 
jail sentences those arrested else- 
where. Barney Frank, for one, defends 
(since streetwalking more nuis- 
ance residential neighborhood than 
commercial district), but there can 
little doubt that this encouraged the 
gangs hooker/muggers that had al- 
ready begun gravitating toward Wash- 
ington and LaGrange Streets, fondling 
passersby, picking pockets and causing 
general ruckus.

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Stopping the Inn 


Rainy Afternoon 


Two New England villages where 


poking around half the fun

Woodstock, Vermont, soaking the village 
green and slickening the covered bridges. 
The inn where stayed had porchful 
wicker rocking chairs and small, clear 
pond for swimming, both facilities 
rendered unappetizing the continuous 
drizzle. 

The next weekend, rained 
Newcastle, Maine, obscuring the harbor 
views with fog. Sandals and T-shirts 
rested undisturbed the bottom the 
duffle bag; out came the sweaters and 
wool socks. Outside the Pemaquid Point 
Light, where Andrew Wyeth sometimes 
sits and paints, tourist family 
ineffectual summer hats took quick 
look the rocks and surf and scuttled 
back the station wagon. 

Had set out these excursions toting 
clubs, racket flycaster, would have 
been weeping along with the heavens. 
But being rather sedentary sort (married 
another), for whom vacations 
represent suspension the urban 
routine more than opportunity for 
athletics, regarded the rain 
inconvenience, not disaster. poke- 
around weekends, sunshine asset, 
but not prerequisite. 

Poking around activity less 
disciplined than exploring but not 
aimless wandering. requires 
inclination inspect the local spots 
interest such the inevitable restored 
house, plus the flexibility scrap your 
plans and head off something 
unexpected, like church bazaar. Instead 
bringing along your own diversions, 
you adopt the pace and pursue the 
pleasures the place visiting. 

The major precondition for fulfilling 
poke-around weekend, then, 
interesting and comely spot, within few 
hours’ drive, that differs significantly 
from your home base. For city-dwellers 
should sufficiently rural lower the 
blood pressure, but not bucolic 
induce boredom. Villages that lend 
themselves poking around are compact 
enough encourage walking and old 
enough have interesting streetscapes, 
and usually include such elements 
comfortable tavern, good restaurant 
two, movies screened town halls 
because there theater, and antique 
shops crammed with interesting and 


moderately priced junk. 
Woodstock and Newcastle, rain 
rain, both fit those requirements. 


drips with taste. There 


doesn’t appear speck neon 
within miles the place; the 
lines are judiciously buried; and when 
old bridge over the Ottauquechee 
weakened few years ago was replaced 
the first authentic covered bridge built 
the state since the turn the century. 
Even the body and fender shops are 
marked with refined wooden signs. 

Understandably, town with setting 
like Woodstock’s (encircled 


mountains, relentlessly verdant) doesn’t 


want blow with gaudy custard 
stands. has somehow contrived place 
something picturesque herd 
grazing Jerseys, faded red barn 
every hillside. all carry vision the 
archetypal New England village, mental 
watercolor church spires and elms 
born countless movies and calendar 
illustrations and this, people, it. 

Saturday morning were 
working our way around the green 
ogling early 19th-century brick houses, 
sampling antique shop that ran 
heavily extravagant Chippendale and 
Staffordshire, checking out the local 
bookstore when noticed the poster 
tacked shop door. 

auction, announced, would begin 
a.m. sharp settle the estate the 
late Annie Since the Dumas 
home was inappropriately small, the 
event was being staged outside the 
Prosper Community Hall, Prosper being 
even tinier village two-and-a-half 
miles north Woodstock. “Lunch the 
Prosper the poster promised.

couple hawk-eyed dealers kept 
the prices the better items high 
old wicker baby carriage and walnut 
rocker brought $100 each. But newer 
furniture and used appliances were 
hauled off the locals for song. 
suddenly found ourselves the owners 
two down pillows for such bargain, 
how come everyone stopped bidding 
before did? figured maybe the 
locals didn’t prize down pillows because 
they all kept geese. 


The bidding was still lively

nose into couple galleries and craft 
shops. Like most towns venerable and 
smug enough keep historical society 
busy, Woodstock maintains period 
home, this case the Georgian Dana 
House. Old-house tours can either 
fascinating interminable: the Dana 
House ladies did dwell lovingly and 
tediously each donated chiffonier, but 
was worth the tour meet the 93-year- 
old Mr. Holt, who lectured waggishly 
about the Dana barn while muttering 
about Laurence Rockefeller’s replacement 
the old, clapboard Woodstock Inn with 
unimaginative villa (‘‘not bit New 
England it, and some the old-timers 
are bit 


Places like Woodstock kindle fantasies 
retreating the country and semi- 
serious discussions how the move 
might arranged. It’s especially 
seductive notion when contemplated 
setting like the New England Inn, where 
guitarist strums quietly the 
background during splendid dinner 
amid candlelight and wainscoting. 


was instructive and trifle deflating, 
therefore, amble over the Town Hall 
Theatre afterwards (the popcorn sold 
opposite the tax office) for 
showing The Eagle Has Landed. It's 
mediocre film, but the auditorium was 
packed, the adjacent streets lined with 
cars. Night life exists but does not 
flourish Woodstock, and apparently 
the residents particularly the younger 
ones need something look now 
and then besides postcard vistas and 
covered bridges.

Little John emigrated from 
Jersey City few years back and opened 
Dairy Queen-sized eatery Route 
essentially take-out place with four- 
table annex grandiosely dubbed the 
Roman Room.

served decent salad, and shudder even 
now when think back the time was 
presented before perfectly nice din- 
ner lettuce and three bottles 
dressing.

lettuce its peak now, con- 
centrate it.

New York, New York turns the musical inside out

same time memorable one wants see 
again and again? Martin 
New York, New York tragically 
screwed-up film which almost 
everything goes wrong sooner later, 
but parts made high that 
went back few days afterwards get 
high second time.

William Friedkin’s 


‘film noir’ connection 


More Wages

SORCERER. Directed William Fried- 
kin.

four desperate men, plop them 
down the middle teeming South 
American jungle, force them drive two 
decrepit trucks full nitroglycerine over 
treacherous mountain roads and ram- 
shackle bridges and what you have? 
Answer: the late Henri-Georges 
Clouzot’s 1953 thriller, The Wages 
Fear, trenchant study courage and 
futility, and one hell action picture. 
Now take the same movie, sketch each 
man’s background the violent, con- 
national thrillérs, remove most the dia- 
logue and character development, sug- 
gest few extra subplots, stage couple 
street riots, four spectacular explo- 
sions, and throw stylized dream se- 
quence two. Now what you have? 
Sorcerer, remake 
(dedicated Clouzot), movie which 
observe the collision two ancient 
axioms: (1) great action stories never lose 
their punch, and (2) more isn’t always 
better. 

for the first axiom, Friedkin’s treat- 
ment somewhat less exciting than 
smother the suspense inherent the tale 
itself. The four men are outcasts holed 
last-chance South American shanty 
town where they perform menial labor 
for American oil company. When 
oil well catches fire they are offered enor- 
mous wages transport enough nitro 
blow out the fire. get there, however, 
they have through 200-mile in- 
ferno successive torments. this 
tightly coiled plot Friedkin adds his flair 
for dread-ridden atmosphere. With few 
economical strokes brings life the 
squalid, dead-end village Porvenir, 
rathole dank its inhabitants will risk 
anything get the money leave. 
Lizards peer from the bedsides cough- 
ing, sweating laborers: pigs root the 
muddy streets; naked children and 
wizened, battered women stare enig- 
matically; and posters the country’s 
military dictator glower from the rotting 
wooden shacks. 

But Friedkin’s style may too glibly 
evocative for its own good. Sorcerer 
monument facile control 
over audiences. many tried-and-true 
plot devices are thrown into the works 
that you feel you’re some sort 
vast entertainment assembly line, wired 
electrodes and cardiographs, your 
every reaction gauged and manipulated. 
Friedkin and screenwriter Walon Green 
are experts the art teasing viewers 
with just enough information make 
them wonder what will happen next. 
These tricks are red herrings, but the 
time realize they don’t lead anywhere 
already engrossed the next thrill. 
Take, for instance, the scene which our 
four intrepid misfits are about em- 
bark. Mysteriously, wrinkled barmaid 
steps one them and places some- 
thing shiny his hand. ask 
the other drivers. But only winks. 
Now this were Hitchcock movie, that 
shiny something-or-other would turn 
later, perhaps save the man’s life. But 
this William Friedkin movie, 
never see hear again. 

Loose ends the only problem. 
Friedkin and Green preface their movie 
with long rundown what led the four 
desperadoes Porvenir: Roy Scheider 
had been small-time New Jersey hood 
hunted the mob, Bruno Cremer slick 
but crooked Parisian financier, Amidou 
Arab terrorist, and Francisco Rabal 
mysterious South American hit man. 
Their exploits back the 
world are interesting, but hyped with 
enough expensive, explosive action 
scenes fuel half-dozen adventures 
international intrigue. And all throw- 


away: gather nothing about what 
these men think feel (except for 
Cremer, whose story draws our sympa- 
thy), anything learn about 
them help understand their behavior 
under pressure. Cremer courageous 
and indulges memories, Amidou evin- 
ces little more than ingenuity, Rabal re- 
mains menacing cipher, and Scheider 
hallucinates. There turns out little 
good each them, but what? 
obvious that Friedkin isn’t interested 
his four anti-heroes (except possibly 
Cremer) the grueling paces puts 
them through. You want 
seems say. character.” 


you have admire director who 
takes such risks with big-budget film. 
Friedkin dispenses with many narra- 
tive conventions that distributors and 
bookers have reportedly left screenings 
wringing their hands. 
Doubtless they’re chagrined -the lack 
dialogue and the absence con- 
nections among the characters until half- 
way through the picture. worried 
several obscure twists that make you 
turn your neighbor and whisper, 
penetrably accented English all the prin- 
cipals except Scheider speak (when their 
native tongues are not subtitled). Fried- 
kin odd mixture experimenter and 
exploiter. the other hand flatters 
viewers thinking them sophisticated 
enough stick with him even when the 
conventions are stripped away; the 
other insults them assuming that 
for structure and meaning need only 
substitute sensation. 

Well, there’s certainly lot sen- 
sation, though not always where 
expect it. The restless camera some- 
times fatiguing during what should the 
most compelling suspense sequences, 
while Friedkin’s mastery evocative 
montage brings life more tranquil 
scenes Parisian restaurant the 
oil pipeline. And wrests beautiful per- 
formances from his actors (daringly cast, 
since most are unknown here), especially 
Cremer, who manages street-tough 
and aristocratic the same time, and 
Scheider, who stumbles through the film 
like wounded falcon, his wide, bewil- 
dered eyes staring from behind that 
crumpled beak. 

One critic has described Sorcerer and 
The Wages Fear 
and certainly both depict 
sealed-off world, like Sartre’s Exit, 
which personal industry and achieve- 
ment are futile. But the existentialist sees 
the possibility redemption, only 
experiencing life richly and accepting 
death, whereas Friedkin and 
view far more jaundiced. The nitro 
trucks, named Sorcerer and Lazaro, are 
merely illusory way out. Not just 
death, but ignominious death awaits even 
the heroic, and the only alternative 
empty existence infected world. 
short, Sorcerer, like its predecessor, 
film noir, but unlike The Wages Fear, 
borrows the romantic trappings film 
noir forerunners like Pepe Moko and 
Casablanca, movies about brave, good 
men stuck the dim edge civiliza- 
tion. was credit that 
didn’t compromise his dark thriller. 
Much Sorcerer, however, bears traces 
the famous pre-noir Warner Brothers 
look, and there are reminders 
Duvivier, Curtiz and Huston through- 
out not mention embarrassing 
finale which Scheider, back Por- 
venir, asks the barmaid for one last 
dance. Again, more better: the 
polished look inappropriately lush, and 
the romantic touch undercuts the 
ferocity. Still, don’t imagine Clouzot, 
that aficionado all things malign and 
diabolical, turning his grave. 
might prefer his own bare-bones version 
The Wages Fear, but doubt that 
object the millions dollars 
Friedkin spent blowing buildings, set- 
ting fire oil wells, and crashing

‘New York’ doesn’t 
miss the beat

V-J Day, the big band era was ef- 
fectively over. Wartime had struck*on 
three fronts: the armed forces had 
claimed many the best players, 1942 
recording ban halted the dissemination 
music, and gas rationing restricted many 
ballrooms’ clientele. Only shadow 
the previous decade’s swing craze 
lingered, ultimately wiped out 
such post-war phenomena television, 
pop singers and rock roll. few 
bands, like Stan Kenton’s and Woody 
Herman’s, actually gained popularity 
during the war, yet both leaders were 
temporarily out-of the orchestra business 
(as were Count Basie and Benny Good- 
man) decade’s end. Bands could still 
launch careers (Doris Day made her mark 
with Les Brown, though, like Francine 
Evans, the Liza character New 
York, New York, Day ultimately had 
Hollywood become superstar), but 
most the band singers who achieved 
success (such Merv Griffin and Mike 
Douglas) waited for Zenith replace 
zoot suits. 

New York, New York does as- 
tounding job recreating this period 
transition, right down the reet pleats.

the film’s historical accuracy begins 


break down, together with narrative 
coherence. The music the all-black 
(save Doyle) sextet and female singer (the 
stunning Diahnne Abbott, who evokes 
Billie Holiday down the gardenia), 
would not have sounded radical during 
the war; after several years musical ad- 
vancement and diminishing work, 
hardly establishes alleged stance 
renegade. Little the film convinces 
that Doyle the uncompromising 
original Scorsese seems intent de- 
picting. It’s Frankie Harte’s refusal 
let Doyle play his own charts and few 
temper tantrums were enough prove 
that this unpleasant guy suffering ar- 
tist.

The Expressionist apocalypse 


Kenneth Baker 


German Expressionist artists ac- 
tive during the first quarter this cen- 
tury developed stylistic means convey 
the apocalyptic feeling pervades 
modern life. Some these artists knew 
each other and shared sense com- 
mon effort those who formed the Blue 
Rider and the Bridge groups, for in- 
stance. Others, such Egon Schiele, 
worked isolation. The affin- 
ities that lead art historians group these 
artists together are evident the selec- 
tions from the Thomas Bergen Collec- 
tion Expressionist drawings view 
through July Harvard’s Busch-Rei- 
singer museum. 

Although the German Expressionists 
utilized wide range pictorial sub- 
jects, portraits and self-portraits seem 
have been special priority. Schiele’s 
infamous paintings himself mastur- 
bating are perhaps the epitome the Ex- 
pressionist attitude toward the portrait. 
Not only those paintings communi- 
cate the isolation, they inevitably 
draw parallel between masturbation and 
self-portraiture. They trace the short-cir- 
cuit whereby artists’ ambitions doom 
them their own audience, and 
doubt whether their perceptions can have 
meaning for anyone but themselves. 

Many Expressionist portraits and self- 
portraits seem engage the spectator 
contest gazes. Schiele’s portrait the 
painter Paris von Gutersloh, included 
this show, good example. The more 
intently you look the sub- 
ject, the more portentously seems 
return your gaze, watching for your 
reaction what you see. This not the 
sensation are accustomed 
from contemporary publicity images 
which dour models stare intimidatingly 
from billboards magazine pages. For 
the gaze Schiele’s subject con- 
struction, upshot the own 
attention the drawing process. The 
stare that his subject casts upon the spec- 
tator the stare the artist cast upon his 
subject.

Schiele’s art more intimate than that 
many his contemporaries. the 
opposite extreme the work George 
Grosz, for whom themes were 
central. Bergen Collection includes 
one Grosz’s most celebrated drawings, 
“Christ Gas-Mask,” depicting cru- 
cified figure wearing gas-mask. was 
intended protest against the use 
poison gases World War when 
chemical warfare was 
From our point view, familiar are 
with pollution, the image still works 
metaphor for the hypocrisy social 
order that oppresses its members and 
the same time produces for 
such gas-masks, air-conditioners, 
cigarettes and television. the crucified 
figure, course, the gas mask useless. 

Grosz also represented couple 
those fantastically elaborate drawings 
which sketches the simultaneous 
reality entire city block square, 
and poignant, very simple self-por- 
trait. Grosz’s drawings urban life are 
among the triumphs 
style,” that term can generalized. 
The thicket lines and episodes these 
drawings present perceptual parallel 
the difficulty grasping the lived so- 
cial reality around you. Looking these 
drawings reminds that are, 
Sartre’s words, surrounded every- 
thing, however narrow our focus may 
from moment moment. 

Expressionist art tends confirm 
certain idea about art generally, namely 
that the function style express 
feelings about something.

expected report that Pink Floyd 
floated immense helium porker across 
Boston Garden last Monday night. Well, 
they did. Its little beady eyes glowed 
threateningly the audience. 

fact, Pink Floyd deployed whole 
arsenal special effects: more balloons, 
lighting cranes that spat fire, rainbow ef- 
fects created the fixed lights, two 
kinds smoke, rotating mirrored de- 
vice, lights under the cymbals, and the 
ever popular quadraphonic sound. Did 
forget anything? 

And then there were the films few 
slides and animated sequences illustra- 
ting Wish You Were Here. horrific 
symbols they described what their pen- 
ultimate album chronicled the depar- 
ture and dementia the band’s found- 
ing genius, Syd Barrett. The most lurid 
bit occurred during the Ma- 
when metal pylons cracked and 
bled, rats gamboled among the conduits 
and corpses, and sea blood turned 
into waving hands cheering the Pink 
Floyd machine that did Barrett in. More 
amiable were the shots falling leaf 
metamorphosing into Barrett and drift- 
ing off break through the sky, 
Barrett statue being eaten away 
sandstorm. took the band two years 
finish these visuals, and breath- 
taking. (By contrast, the films for the 
Dark Side the Moon encores were the 
same ones Floyd used two years ago.) 
suspect that Floyd view each album 
work-in-progress, and that they are per- 
haps the best multi-media rock perform- 
ers around all the more because, 
unlike many others, refused 
bullshit about the press. Floyd will
